sentation on the ticket this year in 
the person of Joseph W. Folk, of Mis­ 
souri. 
The Folk boom was born in private, 
but B ryan’s friends here declare that 
it will soon be 
proclaimed 
publicly 
with all due form and ceremony. Folk 
was a candidate for the presidential 
nomination in 1912, but withdrew' at 
the behest of the Clark boomers.

Chicago, May 26.—The Chicago Col­ 


iseum, where the republican national 


convention of 1916 will be held begin­ 


ning June 7, has a history rich in 
political interest. 
More national po­ 
litical conventions have been held in 
it than in any other building in the 
United States. 
Three republican 
national 
conven­ 
tions have been held within its walls 
and it was there also that the progres­ 
sive party, in 1912, held its first na­ 
tional convention and nominated Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt for president. The 
republicans nominated th eir presiden­ 
tial ticket in the Chicago Coliseum in 
1904, 1908 and 1912. 
The building was designed 
as 
a 
model convention hall, but later adapt­ 
ed to broader uses. 
It was build by 
Charles F. G unther and several busi­ 
ness 
associates 
on the site of the 
old Libby Prison W ar 
Museum, 
at 
W abash avenue and Fifteenth street, 
less than a mile from the hotel and 
retail shopping district. 
The castellated walls of the old w'ar 
prison were used for the W abash ave­ 
nue side of the structure. It was built 
of stone, brick, steel and glass and 
was finished in 1900. 
The building is 
103 feet long, 170 feet wide, and HO 
feet high and cost nearly $1,000,000. 
It has a wide balcony extending around 
three of the walls and is well lighted 
and ventiated. 
For this year’s convention two addi­ 
tional 
balconies, 
with seats for 732 
persons have been built between the 
main floor and the regular balcony. 
This gives a total seating capacity of 
12,400, of which 9,400 seats are on 
the main floor and 3,000 in the bal­ 
conies. The crowds will enter through 
four main doors on the W abash avenue 
side. 
There 
are 
twentv-two 
exits 
There will be IOO doorkeepers and IOO 
ushers in addition to a large special 
detail of police to handle the great 
crowds. 
The 
seating 
arrangem ents 
w ill follow' the general plan of former 
conventions, although several changes 
have been made which it is believed 
will add to the comfort and conveni­ 
ence of the delegates and visitors. 
The speaker’s platform, twenty feet 
long and forty feet wide, is at the 
south end of the building. 
It will pro­ 
vide seats for the officers of the con­ 
vention and m em ber of the republi­ 
can national 
committee. 
Suspended 
over the stand is a specially designed 
sounding board. 
It consists of an in­ 
verted 
concaved 
pyramid 
built 
of 
wood with the apex over the head of 
the presiding officer. 
It is designed 
to throw the voice through the hall. 
Directly in the rear of the speaker’s 
stand is a raised platform with 2,000 
seats for the use of presidential can­ 
didates and other distinguished guests. 
On either side of the speaker’s plat­ 
form, extending the entire width of 
the building, is a press section, con­ 
taining 558 seats for w'orking news­ 
paper men. 
In front of the speaker’s stand are 
seats for the 991 delegates and back 
of these is the space set aside for the 
seating of the alternates. The section 
reserved for delegates and alternates 
is enclosed with a heavy rail. 
The 
rest of the main floor and all the bal­ 
conies will be used for seats to accom­ 
modate the crowds of visitors. 
Adjoining the Coliseum on the south 
is an annex three stories high, 170 
feet deep and with a frontage of about 
IOO feet on W abash avenue. 
It is 
connected with the main building by 
several broad entrances. 
In the basem ent of the annex, at the 
south end of the main building, and 
near the speaker’s stand, is the tele­ 
graph 
and 
telephone 
room, 
where 
scores of special wires have been in­ 
stalled for the use of the news gath­ 
ering associations and newspapers in 
sending stories of the convention to 
every section of the country. 
In the 
basement of the main building is a 
completely equipped 
tem porary 
hos­ 
pital in charge of twenty-five of Chi­ 
cago’s leading physicians and surgeons 
who have volunteered their services 


for the occasion. 
The upper floors of the annex h a \e 
been fitted up w'ith the administrative 
rooms of the officers of the conven­ 
tion. 
Here are the private offices of 
the chairm an, secretary, treasurer and 
a score of minor officials. 
The con­ 
vention postoffice for the prompt dis­ 
tribution of mail to the officials and 
delegates is in this section. 
There is 
a large m eeting room for the republi­ 
can national committee and numerous 
rooms for use of the committees of 
the convention. 
In the decoration of the convention 
hall the m anagers departed from the 


lonpt established practice of practically 


relying exclusively on flags and hunt­ 
ing .to obtain the desired artistic ef­ 
fect. 
This year the scheme 
of 
in­ 
terior ornam entation is more elaborate 
and n rtistic than ever before, accord­ 
ing to experts. 
The plan was design­ 
ed by C. K. Hall, superintendent of the 
Coliseum, an d Julius Floto, an archi­ 
tect. 
W h ite and gold dom inate the 
color schem e, while A m erican flags, 
shields and blunting are used to com­ 
plete the w orking out of the decora­ 
tive plan. 
Eight th ou san d yards of w'hite cloth, 
4,000 yards of gold cloth, 3,000 yards 
of red, white a u d blue bunting and 360 
A m erican flags and shields were used 
in the interior ornam entation of the 
convention halL 
The bare brick walls 
and steel girders which support the 
roof are concealed by twenty-six pan­ 
els of white cloth, each twenty-five 
by fifty feet wide. Each panel is dec­ 
orated with a deep flounce 
of 
gold 
cloth. 
Hanging from the roof in the 
center under the large glass ventila­ 
tors are large bars of gold cloth which 
add to the artistic effect without ob­ 
structing light and air. 
T he balconies 
are 
tastefully 
festooned! 
with 
red, 
white and blue bunting caught every 
ten feet with bunches of small Ameri­ 
can flags and shields. 
On the wall back of the speaker’s 
stand is hung a large oil portrait of 
Abraham Lincoln, which has been in 
six republican 
national 
conventions 
since it was painted in 1864. 
It was 
loaned to the convention by its own­ 
er, George Prince, of New York.

Park, transportation of heavy guns is 
an important factor. There is only a 
limited number of cars, he pointed 
out, capable of being used for trans­ 
portation of 14-inch guns.

Henry Edmonson W as Stage Coach 
Robber, Served Term, Says Al 


Jennings Is a Four-Flusher 
in Story to Reporter. 


Quietly .slipping into the city early 
last week, Henry Edmonson, a well­ 
known figure in .Montana thirty years 
ago, owing 
to 
his many 
desperate 
deeds, shook hands with a few of his 
old-time 
acquaintances, 
and just as 
quietly slipped away again, few* people 
learning that the once noted despera­ 
do 
had 
been 
a city visitor, says a 
Helena, Mont., dispatch. 
By a curious coincidence Mr. Ed­ 
monson was in Helena 
during 
the 
showing of the moving pictures por­ 
traying the life of Al Jennings, whose 
deeds have long been noted. 
From 
the standpoint of an adventurous life, 
however, Jennings was 
the 
veriest 
tyro compared to 
Edmonson, 
whose 
narrow escapes from death read like 
the imaginings of a dime novel writer. 
Seen by a reporter, Mr. Edmonson 
talked freely, merely stipulating that 
nothing be said regarding his visit un­ 
til after his departure from the city. 
“You see, I have lived down the 
past, and I do not wish to be pointed 
out as an object of curiosity,” said 
Mr. Edmonson. 
“I have done wrong,” 
but God knows I have paid, and paid 
dearly, in the most valuable coin, a 
m an’s liberty and the best time of his 
life. 
Liffe many other young fellows 
who came west in the early days, I 
made mistakes which I never wrould 
have made had my 
judgment 
been 
riper. 
However, that is all past and 
I have paid the price and have re­ 
gained my place in the world. 
I am 
now engaged in mining in Mexico and 
left that country on account of the 
troubles there, so concluded to pay a 
brief visit to Helena, where I know’ 
many of the old timers, all of w’hom 
wrere glad to see me. 
“I came tf> this section 
first 
in 
1866, and for the next. twenty years 
made my home here most of the time. 
The trouble I got into here is well 
known to all the old residents, and it 
is something on which I do not like 
to dwell.

November, 1914, at 
which 
congress­ 


men were elected, which is set for the 


week beginning January I, 1917, is the 


beginning of the last chapter of a 


thrilling episode of South Texas poli­ 


tics, and is directed against the last 


of forty-one defendants 
to 
sim ilar 
charges. 
Of these five were convict­ 
ed, sixteen acquitted and fifteen dis­ 
missed prior to a verdict. 
The forty- 
first man, Judge Timon, was given a 
m istrial. 
Judge Tinton was nam ed as princi­ 
pal in an indictm ent in May, 1915, 
against forty-two others, for alleged 
violations of certain sections of the 
penal code, as relating to the election 
of United States officers. 
The indict­ 
ment against one, Joe Aeebo, was dis­ 
missed, so that he might become a 
prosecuting witness. 
He appeared be­ 
fore the grand! jury 
several 
times. 
Shortly after he testified in the trial 
court, however, an indictment charg­ 
ing perjury was returned against him. 
Federal jurisdiction was 
based 
on 
the fact that the election in question 
included candidates for congress, of 
whom there were three—two congress- 
men-at-large and one representative. 
When the case came to trial in Sep­ 
tember, 1915, United 
States 
District 
District Judge dismissed of his own 
motion the charge 
against 
District 
Judge W. B, Hopkins, saying evidence 
did not w arrant the charge against 
him. 
Out of the trial came the fol­ 
lowing convictions: 
August 
Uehlinger, county 
clerk; 
Lee Riggs, constable; Henry Steph- 
Tom 
Dunn, former 
secretary of the city of Corpus Chris­ 
ti, and EU Castleberry, form er con- 
table 
and 
politically 
prominent. 
Uehlinger, Stevens and Castleberry 
were sentenced to one year and one 
day in the Leavenworth prison and to 
pay fines of $5,000 each. Riggs and 
Dunn were given six months each in 
the Victoria (Texas) jail, and to pay 
fines of $2,500 each. All cases were 
appealed to the crc u it court of ap­ 
peals at New Orleans. 
Pending perfection 
of the appeal 
the defendants w*ere placed 
in the 
Victoria, Texas, jail. They remained 
there upwards of six weeks. On the 
day their release was signed the jail 
was quarantined on 
account 
of an 
outbreak of diphtheria. 
Efforts of 
friends, however, succeeded 
in lift­ 
ing the quarantine two days r ter, and 
the men returned home. 
The appeal bas not been passed on, 
although a decision from the circuit 
court has been 
expected 
for 
some 
time.
